SEPTEMBER MEETING 


After our August break it was back to 
business with 8 Parish Councillors (we still 
have a vacancy so if you are interested then 
contact the clerk at buryparish@aol.com) 

1 District Councillor, our County Councillor 
and of course the clerk. 

To follow up my brief report in August 
which was about the new outdoor gym 
equipment and the petty vandalism, I have 
to report that the vandalism has continued 
with spray paint and the pulling up of the 
rubber matting in the shelter. Apparently 
one young gentleman from Ramsey has 
also been frightening off some of the local 
teenagers. 

It's sad to say that these youngsters seem to 
get pleasure out of spoiling things for others. 
By the time you read this report the 
equipment will have been officially opened 
by our MP Shailesh Vara who also visited the 
Bury Garden Show. 

RAF Upwood is still being used by groups of 
people for a variety of "activities" but when 
the police arrive the trespassers have often 
"gone to ground". 

Three Speedwatch signs have been installed 
at entry points to the village (from Upwood, 
Warboys and Ramsey), and Speedwatch has 
been operating in the village, but speeding 


continues to be a big problem. 

I wonder if people know how to drive slowly! 
Regrettably our Speedwatch coordinator 
is moving out of the village, so if anyone is 
interested then please contact Speedwatch 
atcsw@gmail.com. 

We had a short presentation from a couple 
of new residents to the village supported by 
Thusy (Mr. Bury Stores) about the possibility 
of installing a defibrillator in the village 
which would be sited at Bury Stores. 

The Parish Council discussed this some two 
to three years ago but the problem was 
where to put it. We support this move and 
further details will be given at the October 
meeting. 

The red phone box at the corner of Tunkers 
Lane and Upwood Road, which serves as 
a noticeboard, is to have a "make over". A 
group of volunteers, who go under the name 
of "Ram Shed" is to undertake the work and 
their aim is to undertake small projects for 
the benefit of the local community. The box 
was last painted some seven or eight years 
ago, having been purchased from BT for the 
princely sum of £1 (yes £1). 

The next meeting will be on 
Wednesday 4th October at 7.30 pm 
in the village hall. 


POLICING UPDATE 


Cricketfield Lane - Someone attempted 
to break into a white VW van whilst it 
was left locked in a private carpark off 
Cricketfield Lane, sometime overnight on 
Thursday 14th / Friday 15th September.

House 
to house enquiries have been made, but 
no-one has reported seeing anything 
suspicious in the area. 

Herne Road, Ramsey St Mary's - Thieves 
stole a caravan from the front garden of a 
house on Herne Road, Ramsey St Mary's, 
sometime during the day on Friday 15th 
September. The grey 'Bailey Pursuit' 
caravan was last seen in the garden at 
9:30 am but had disappeared by 3:30 pm. 
Whoever stole the caravan also damaged 
the roof and guttering of the house, 
presumably caused by impact when the 
caravan was dragged out of the garden. 


Investigations, including examining CCTV 
footage, are continuing. 

Ugg Mere Court Road, Ramsey Heights 
- Thieves stole power tools worth about 
£500 from the back of a Peugeot van that 
was parked on a building site on Ugg Mere 
Court Road, Ramsey Heights, lunchtime 
on Friday 15th September. The van had 
been left unlocked for half an hour whilst 
the owner had his lunch nearby. 

Ray's Drove, Ramsey Heights - Power 
tools were also stolen from the back of 
another van in Ramsey Heights over the 
lunch period on Friday 15th September, 
this time at Ray's Drove. Again, the van had 
been left unlocked for a short time whilst 
its owner had his break nearby. Enquiries 
at nearby houses are being made to see 
if anyone witnessed anything suspicious. 
Station Road, Ramsey - Thieves broke 
into a van left locked and parked on 
Station Road, Ramsey, overnight on Friday 
15th / Saturday 16th September. They 
smashed the driver's side window, and 
then stole tools and a sat-nav from inside. 
The Hollow, Ramsey - A thief stole a 
grey wheelie-bin from outside a house on 
Ramsey Hollow during the early evening 
of Thursday 21st September.

REMINDER LETTERS SENT TO 
28,000 HOUSEHOLDS 


Nearly two months after Huntingdonshire 
DistrictCouncilsentoutelectoral registration 
forms to over 76,000 households in the 
District, reminder letters have been sent to 
28,000 homes to ensure that residents don't 
lose out on their opportunity to vote in 
future elections. 

By now every household in the District 
should have received their form which they 
can respond to by telephone, online, text or 
by post. Anyone living at an address who is 
eligible, but not already registered, is being 
encouraged to sign up. 

Jo Lancaster, Electoral Registration Officerfor 
Huntingdonshire District Council, said: "It is 
important that you respond to your electoral 
registration form. Please remember that if 
anyone is not registered at your household 
they will need to register individually. All 
of this information is available on the form 
and our reminder letter, so simply follow the 
steps to make sure you secure your vote." 


Any residents who have questions 
can contact the elections team at 
elections@huntingdonshire.gov.uk 
or by telephoning (01480) 388017. 


If you don't register to vote: 

you may not be able to vote at next 
year's District Council or Town and 
Parish elections; 
you may get a fine; 
it may harm your credit score; or 
• it could mean you won't be able to get 
a mortgage, loan, mobile phone 
contract or other credit. 

Lisa Jablonska, Elections and Democratic 
Services Manager, said: "Nearly 65% of 
households have responded so far, but 
we are still waiting for 28,000 to respond. 
Anyone who hasn't replied will have 
received a reminder letter, and at the end of 
October and into November our canvassers 
will visit the remaining properties who have 
not responded to check their details." 

Whilst the Council can save money if 
people reply to their forms promptly, 
failure to respond could also have financial 
consequences for residents' own finances. 
Even if your details haven't changed, you still 
need to respond by returning the form using 
the telephone, going online or by text to let 
the Council know and ensure you can vote in 
future elections.

BANG! The room flashes. Where's it coming 
from? Another room might be safe. BANG! 
It's here too! You're scared, you're confused. 
BANG! Run to find the family just to be told, 
'get down'. BANG, FLASH! It's everywhere! 
None of your usual places are safe but you 
find something to hide underneath and 
cower low to the floor, hoping that whatever 
it is won't hurt you. 

This is the experience many pets have this 
time of year-firework season. The bangs and 
crackles of the displays can be bewildering 
and terrifying for animals. There are many 
ways pets show they are stressed: 

• Trembling and shaking 

• Toileting in the house 

• Inter-animal tension 

• Excessive vocalisation 

• Pacing and panting 

• Refusing to eat 

• Hiding 

• Clinging to owner 

A staggering 80% of pet owners have a pet 
who is scared this time of year with dogs far 
more likely to suffer. Fireworks are no longer 
restricted to a few nights a year, instead 
displays are held at any time over the winter 
season. Sound phobias in dogs can spiral 
downwards and with no let up, some animals 
struggle to cope and can take months to get 
back to their normal selves. 

Preparation is key 

Managing an animal with sound phobia can 
be challenging and can be approached with 
3 methods; specialist products, behavioural 
preparation and with common sense. 
Specialist products - pheromone diffusers 
and natural ingredients in a capsule 


designed to help to calm the animal. These 
products are most effective when given for 
at least a month before the fireworks start. 
For extreme cases a Vet may prescribe a 
sedative for the safety of the animal and 
their owner. 

Behavioural preparation - firework fear 
doesn't just go away on its own, in fact 
it's likely to get worse. For the long term, 
behavioural therapy is recommended. 
Common sense - there are lots of little 
things you can do while fireworks are going 
off to help your pet cope: 

• Keep them indoors after dark 

• Provide them with a den in their favourite 
place in the house 

Ignore fearful behaviour, stay calm and 
don't get angry - it might sound counter-in¬ 
tuitive but comforting a fearful animal only 
confirms to them that there's something to 
be afraid of. 

Muffle the sound - shut the windows, 
doors and curtains and turn up the TV or 
radio. 

Provide distraction - perhaps a new toy 
or chew.

Our monthly meeting in September 
was a talk on Ely Cathedral by Jan 
Munt. She told us how she moved 
from being an RE teacher to Director 
of Education at Ely. With the aid of a 
3d jigsaw she told us the history of the 
building of the "Ship of the Fens". 

The story of Ely cathedral begins in 
Saxon times with the life of its founder, 
St. Etheldreda who died in 679. She 
was the daughter of the King of East 
Anglia, and was born, at Exning, near 
Newmarket in Suffolk. Etheldreda 
restored an old church at Ely, and built 
her monastery on the site of what 
is now Ely Cathedral. Etheldreda's 
monastery flourished for 200 years 
until it was destroyed by the Danes. 

Medieval pilgrims 

17 years after her death her body was 
found to be incorrupt. The linen cloths 
in which her body was wrapped were 


as fresh as the day she had been 
buried. Her body was placed in a 
stone sarcophagus and reburied. For 
centuries, Etheldreda's shrine was the 
focus for vast numbers of medieval 
pilgrims. It was destroyed in 1541, but 
a slate in the Cathedral marks the spot 
where it stood. 

After the Norman Conquest in 1066, 
and the putting down of the local 
rebellion of Hereward the Wake 
immediately after, the first Norman 
Abbot began to rebuild the Abbey 
on a new and larger scale. Parts of 
the Cathedral Church belong to 
these years, but the buildings of the 
monastery you can now see were all 
additions later in the Middle Ages. 

Blocked arches 

The oldest standing buildings are 
the prior's house with its vaulted 
undercroft, and the central part of 
the infirmary complex, both built in 
the 12th century. The infirmary was a 
long rectangular building with a high 


roof over its central hall and an aisle 
on either side. The hall has lost its roof 
and is now a road called Firmary Lane. 
Here you can see the blocked arches 
which led from the central hall into 
the side aisles. 

By the end of the 13th century the 
cathedral and its monastic buildings 
were largely complete. Major works 
began again after the collapse of the 
central tower of the cathedral in 1322. 
During the next 30 years the octagon 
was built, the Lady Chapel was 
finished, and some of the monastic 
buildings were substantially altered.

Yet more housing is set to arrive in 
Ramsey, following the successful 
application by a developer to build four 
three-bedroom terraced houses and 
one flat in the town centre. The new 
homes will replace garages currently 
lying unused on Whytefield Road, 
opposite the Post Office. 

The planning consent stipulates that 
the project must be underway within 
three years of the date that consent was 
granted, and as that was 18th July 2016, 


it will not be long before the start of 
construction. 

Concerns 

Added to the plans for a large-scale 
housing development on a site 
adjacent to Field Road, which have 
themselves raised concerns from 
residents about the capacity of local in¬ 
frastructure to absorb the extra traffic, 
the current flurry of developments in 
the town raises questions about the 
sustainability of the current transport 
mix in a rapidly growing town.

Homes for the proposed Field Road 
development promotes Ramsey as 
being ideal for commuters because of 
its close proximity to the Ml 1 and A1 (M). 
Of course, the only feasible way to 
commute from Ramsey at present is by 
car, but the continuing expansion of the 
town will lead inevitably to increased 
congestion and pollution without a 
serious re-examination of both the 
public transport provision as well as the 
adequacy of the existing highways.

PENSIONERS 
UNEARTH HISTORY, 
BIT BY RUSTY BIT

Detecting Ramsey and District U3A 


It's all very well reading about someone 
with a metal detector digging up valuable 
treasure, annoyingly, sometimes on their 
first venture out onto a serious dig. The truth 
is a long way away from this and usually 
involves hours and hours trudging across 
fields waving a metal detector over acres 
of land that usually yields very little of any 
value. Such is the passion and dedication 
of the average detectorist and such is 
the experience of the Ramsey U3A metal 
detecting group. 

Ramsey U3A is a self-tutoring and self-mo¬ 
tivating organisation made up of members 
over the age of 55 who are retired or 
semi-retired. The Metal Detecting group 
consists of 14 pensioners who wield various 
implements of exploration and excavation. 

It cannot be denied that we have, in our first 
year, found several coins, the oldest being 
1812 plus endless rusty nails, some of which 
are undoubtedly Roman. 

Every broken bit of cart, implement and 
broken horseshoe tells a story from a 
moment in history and even though we 
can't accurately know the circumstances of 
each find we do have loads of fun putting 
forward theories, some plausible and others 
downright outrageous, at our monthly 
meetings 

We tend to have a meeting every month with 
a table full of broken and rusty bits to pour 
over and a glass of something suitable to aid 
our contemplation. This is usually followed 
by a dig on the following day at one of the 
sites that have agreed to let us onto their 
land and share any valuable proceeds. Up 
to now we have been a truly self-help group, 
learning our hobby as we progressed from 
one field to another, but this all changed for 
our September meeting. 

The whole group was excited to have been 
given the opportunity to explore a private 
lawned garden that was once part of the 
Ramsey Abbey grounds. It was important 
that this dig was conducted with a great 
deal of care and expertise so we enlisted 
the support of a mentor to come and talk 
to us and oversee the actual dig. We were 
delighted, if not greatly relieved, to secure 
the assistance of a well-known experienced 
detectorist and member of The Warboys 
History Society, Sean Dennis. 

The whole U3A Metal Detecting Group 
turned out for 'the dig' on a beautiful sunny 
day and we enthusiastically set about our 
business. There were a great deal of holes 
dug and a great many pieces of rusty metal 
retrieved. There were also some quite 



interesting pieces including an unidenti¬ 
fiable coin, buttons and badges, a lead bead, 
a lead weight from a weaving loom and, best 
of all, a patterned bronze ring. Each item was 
carefully bagged and labelled by Sean with 
suitable information, including its geodetic 
location, all for future reference. 
Unfortunately we didn't find any silver or 
gold to share with our wonderful hosts 
who not only let us dig up their garden 
but also provided tea and coffee for our 
lunch interval. We left their lawn looking as 
immaculate as it was when we arrived and 
we thank them most profusely for providing 
us with a most enjoyable day. Now we can't 
wait for our next month's pub meeting to 


pour over our finds and re-live the day of our 
dig. 

If you are a local land owner it's quite 
possible there may be interesting artefacts 
under your land and, who knows, there may 
be items of great value. Every member of the 


U3A Metal Detecting Group is a member of 
the National Council for Metal Detecting, 
we observe a strict code of conduct and 
carry a 3rd party liability insurance up to 
£10,000,000, and we would love to have new 
areas to explore.

RECIPE OF THE MONTH 



Pear, cocoa and walnut cake 

Anyone with a pear tree or a neighbour with a pear tree can have 
a surplus of pears at this time of year. This upside down cake is an 
excellent way of using them or of using shop bought pears. 


For the base 

4 pears, peeled cored and halved or 
quartered 

100 gm / 3 1/2 oz caster sugar 
12 walnut halves 
1 tbsp light soft brown sugar 

1 tbsp cocoa 

For the topping 

150gm / 51/2 oz self raising flour 

2 tsp baking powder 
2 tsp cinnamon 

6 tbsp cocoa 

150gm / 51/2 oz light soft brown sugar 

2 eggs 

3 tbsp sunflower oil 

1/2 tsp icing sugar for dusting 

METHOD 

Heat oven to gas mark 4,180°C 
Grease the base and sides of a 9" / 23cm 
cake tin 

1. Put the pears with the caster sugar in 


a saucepan with 500ml 17 f! oz of water. 
Bring to the boil and them simmer for 5 
minutes or until the pears are just tender. 
Test with the tip of a sharp knife. Remove 
from the heat and drain. Leave to cool 
slightly 

2. Arrange two-thirds of the pears in the 
bottom of the cake tin and scatter with 
the walnuts. Mix together the cocoa and 
brown sugar and sprinkle over the pears. 
Puree the remaining pears and measure 
out 150gm (5 1/2 oz) of the puree. 

3. Mix together flour, baking powder, 
cinnamon and cocoa in a bowl. In a 
separate bowl whisk the eggs, sugar, pear 
puree and oil until blended. Add to the 
flour and mix. Pour cake mixture over the 
pears. 

4. Bake for 30 minutes or until a skewer 
comes out clean. Turn up side down onto 
a plate and dust with the icing sugar.

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SIMPLE OPTIONS 
TO IMPROVE YOUR 
PERSONAL CASHFLOW 


We're looking at grievances this month, and 
some of the most challenging grievances 
to deal with are those concerning bullying 
complaints. So here are some frequently 
asked questions about dealing with 
complaints about bullying in a small 
business. 

Do I need a bullying policy? 

If you are a very small organisation you 
may want to avoid having too many 
policies, and our ethos is very much about 
not recommending more policies than 
an employer needs. But a bullying and 
harassment policy can be incredibly useful 
as a preventative measure. It can define 
what bullying and harassment are, and set 
out clearly for staff what kind of behaviour 
is unacceptable. It can also give employees 
who are feeling bullied an informal route 
to try to resolve the issue, which is clearly 
better than a grievance. 

Someone raised a grievance about 
bullying and doesn't want to 
work with the person during the 
process... 

The complainant may feel unable to work 
with the person they feel is bullying them 
while things are being investigated, and 
if this is the case you should look at any 
temporary steps you can take to avoid 
problems. Ordinarily you'd consider perhaps 
changing a reporting line or moving either 
the complainant or the alleged bully to 
another department or room, however 
in a small business this may simply be 
impractical. You should be very careful 
before suspending the alleged bully as this 
is not a disciplinary procedure (yet), but 
that could be an option, or alternatively you 
could consider allowing the complainant 
to stay at home for a short period while an 
investigation takes place and a grievance 
hearing is arranged. In a small business there 
is unlikely to be any need for the investi¬ 
gation to take very long, so this should only 
be for a short time. 

The complainant has gone off with 
stress, should I proceed with the 
grievance? 

Absolutely. This is not uncommon, and 
clearly being bullied at work is very stressful, 
and if someone has got to the stage of 
raising a formal grievance, it is likely they 
feel somewhat at the end of their tether. As 
with any time someone is signed off with 
stress, you need to take it seriously and take 
whatever steps are necessary to resolve any 
work issues causing or exacerbating the 
stress. So yes proceed with an investigation 
and a grievance hearing. 

After the grievance, I agree that 
the complainant is being bullied, 
what should I do? 

This is likely to be a disciplinary matter, 
so at that point you should invoke your 
disciplinary procedure, putting forward the 
allegations of bullying to the alleged bully 
and giving him or her the opportunity to 
formally defend him/herself at a hearing, 
with representation. 


After the grievance I don't agree 
that it was bullying, what should 
Ido? 

You will need to notify the complainant that 
their grievance is not being upheld, and 
give them the right to appeal your decision, 
however obviously the issue does not go 
away at that point. Even if you don't agree 
that the behaviour was bullying, clearly 
relations are strained and difficult which 
presents a problem. You could consider 
mediation, probably from someone external, 
perhaps your HR consultant if you have one, 
or an experienced professional mediator. Al¬ 
ternatively, if it feels appropriate, you could 
sit down with both employees and try to 
come to a constructive understanding to 
enable them to work together in future. 

The complainant refuses to work 
with the alleged bully again, what 
can I do? 

This problem can arise regardless of the 
outcome of the initial grievance, and unless 
the behaviour was either serious enough to 
warrant dismissal for gross misconduct, or 
the individual was already on a final warning 
and gets dismissed as a result, you will finish 
a process with two people who need to work 
together. 

If a complainant refuses to work with 
someone, or remains signed off work 
with stress at the prospect of returning to 
work with the alleged bully, you need to 
ensure you do all you can to protect your 
position and demonstrate that you've taken 
reasonable steps to address the issue. You 
need to show that you have: 

Taken the complaint seriously and 
investigated properly 

Followed your grievance procedure 
carefully 

Taken disciplinary action if appropriate 
Made clear to the alleged bully what 
behaviour you expect in future 

Considered or offered some kind of 
mediation, either internal or external 

Considered redeployment or any other 
possible steps to reduce contact between 
the two members of staff 
As long as you've done those things (and 
bearing in mind that in a small business, it 
may not be possible to redeploy or otherwise 
limit contact), then you've done all you can. 

If the complainant 
continues to refuse 
to work with the 
other employee, 
ultimately they 
will need to make 
a decision as to 
whether to stay in 
theirjob.

I DON'T WANT YOUR

As a cost control consultant my aim is to 
increase the overall profitability for any 
business, family or individual. As I manage 
to do this with absolutely no fee you would 
think that everyone would 
be forming a nice and 
orderly (British style) queue 
and patiently waiting their 
turn. 

Sadly it just doesn't 
work like that. 

When I speak to people 
about cost control the 
barriers shoot up and I get 
some version of "So you 
want to see my electricity 
bill too do you?"

Now days we cannot look at 
our social media without being bombarded 
by targeted ads to the left or right, top or 
bottom or more likely popping up slap bang 
in the middle of the screen. 

Where's that kill 
button? 

Net result for me, mention 
cost control and watch the 
eyes glaze over and wait 
for the "so you want my 
electricity bill!" 

Breaking news. I don't 
want your electricity bill. 
I want a conversation. It is 
only by taking the time to 
understand and appreciate 
a business, family or individual that you can 
help set appropriate goals and give the right 
education to get them there. 

This could take the form of auditing 
services, adding/subtracting services, 
finding potential sources of funds and yes, 
comparing bills (of all sorts). 

A quick question from left field that you will 
not find people ringing you up about (and 
will hopefully show that there is a whole 
world of things to consider when it comes to 
cost control) - How far do you drive (whatever 
it is that you drive) each year?

H e may have once stood up to the might 
of Israel's army in a documentary, 
but Jeremy Hardy's political ire is 
of a more nuanced, measured and 
personal stripe these days. For his current live 
show, he feels as though his act and material 
are a fair reflection of what's going on in 
the country just now. "There isn't a driving 
sense of rebellion, everything is so disparate 
now. When I started comedy there was a real 
sense of polarity: you had Thatcher and the 
miners and you took sides. But now people 
are voting on different issues and it's all over 
the place. A lot of my demographic is quite 
weary. I feel like I'm entertaining the troops 
who aren't that confident 
about whether they're

most certainly will. Now 
in his fourth decade of 
a successful stand-up 
career, the hilarious Hardy is one of Britain's 
most critically lauded comics. 

Rising through the vibrant 'alternative 
cabaret' scene of London in the early 1980s, 
he won the prestigious Perrier Award in 
1988, has become a fixture on Radio 4 
through shows such as The News Quiz and 
Jeremy Hardy Speaks To The Nation, and 
his membership of the legendary I'm Sorry 
I Haven't Got A Clue team has brought him 
before a whole new live audience with its 
touring show. Hardy has also appeared on 
film opposite Robert 'Twilight' Pattinson in 
2011 's How To Be, while the aforementioned 
encounter with the Israeli army was in 2002's 
fittingly titled documentary, Jeremy Hardy v 
The Israeli Army. 

This diverse CV now means that an audience 
at a Jeremy Hardy show could be there for a 
variety of reasons. "I never quite know who 
the audience is," he admits. 


COMES TO

"You'll get some Radio 4 listeners who are 
conservative, though quietly so, and some 
people come along because they've seen a 
leaflet. Others might have heard me on I'm 
Sorry I Haven't Got A Clue which has almost 
no politics whatsoever but they've heard me 
singing one song to the tune of another and 
that's what they think I'll be doing." 

What Jeremy Hardy will certainly be 
doing for this show is taking the political 
temperature of the nation, albeit through 
a more personal lens. "I am talking about 
politics but more about how these things 
impact on me and affect me emotionally in 
terms of feeling bewildered and battered by 




more the ramblings and 
discontents of a person 
in the back half of life." 

One thing not to expect from a Jeremy 
Hardy show is a swathe of material about the 
whys and wherefores of social media. While 
being far from a luddite (he will switch on 
his TV for news and documentaries but has 
opted to sidestep 'watercooler' shows such 
as Game Of Thrones and Breaking Bad), 
Hardy is less than enthusiastic about modern 
communication tools such as Twitter. 

"I think it's peaked because there's just too 
much of it and you end up following too 
many people and you can't keep track of 
stuff unless you're sitting there on it for 
hours every day. When I first went on Twitter, 
I thought it would help publicise gigs, 
whereas now I could tweet 'I'm coming to 
Middlesbrough' and within five minutes I'll 
get a tweet saying 'when are you coming 
to Middlesbrough?' So unless someone 
happens to be looking at that space on their 


computer at that particular second, they're 
not going to see what you've written." In 
such a disparate and overly fluid world, 
trying to work on stage with references that 
everyone will understand is increasingly 
more of a challenge. "Finding things that 
everybody has experienced is difficult 
and that has driven me towards the more 
personal. So the reason I'm talking about 
family and death and emotion and grief is 
that everybody knows what these things 
are whereas if you're talking about a soap 
opera or a film, not everybody will have 
seen it. Celebrities used to be Paul Newman 
and Brigitte Bardot and Twiggy whereas 
now they're somebody who popped up on 
something once and then they do the thing 
in the jungle with Ant and Dec. One of the 


reasons I talk more personally now is that 
things are so diffuse. It's harder to find the 
universal." 

Some crowds might go to a stand-up show 
to have the world put to rights and to leave 
the venue armed with answers on how to 
navigate the crazy outside world. A Jeremy 
Hardy show might have looked and felt like 
that once upon a time, but he's now a more 
reflective and realistic soul. 

"I try to do a show that isn't just me banging 
on about my point of view. I try to let people 
know that I'm also bewildered about things, 
that I don't have any solutions and that 
I'm just trying to make sense of it myself. I 
think that's the best way to be a comedian 
because a large part of humour is wrestling 
with things and having coping strategies. 
Certainly, I don't know what to think about 
anything right now but that's partly about 
getting older and getting less confident in 
what you think about things." 

Amid all the confusion and bewilderment 
Jeremy Hardy (and his audience) feels, he 
will ultimately still find room to be positive 
within his show. "I'm trying to break down 
the negatives such as the fear of migration 
and refugees and this siege mentality 
that has been built up about how we're 
supposedly under threat. I'll chip away at 
that in a perky way:
